Calla To Children. 

The achool children of Virgin 
ia and the United States are be- 
ing enliated for service by the 

istratora in a nation-wide effort 
which ia soon to be put forth 
to conserve the coal supply of 
the country. January 30.. has 
been designated ny the authori- 
ties at Washington as ' Tag- 
Your-Shovel-Day,*' on which 
daie paper tag*, which arc to be 
supplied in millions to the gov- 
ernment, are to be distributed 
to all of the achool children of 
the United States, and in turn 
taken by them to their homes 
where a tag is to be attached to 
each shovel used in filling' coal 
bins or furnaces. On this tag m 
printed this motto : "Save That 
Shovelful of Coal a Day for 
Uncle Sam." These tags are to 
t here 1 * ter act as reminders to 
all using the shovels, that they 
be aa economical and sparing of 
coal supply as possible. By 
saving a shovel of coal a day in 
the names of the United States 
hundreds of thousnads of tons 
of fual will be conserved in a 
remarkably short period. 

In Virginia, State Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction, 
R. C. Stearnes has already re- 
quested that 500,000 "shovel- 1 
tags" be sent him from Wash- j 
ingioa, 25,000 of which tags are ■ 
to be distributed among thej 
achool children of Richmond,; 
The remaining 475,000 shovel- 
tags it* to be scattered through-! 
the choola in the remaining j 
citii > and rural sections of the 
statu. The campaign is soon to 
be in full awing and will be 
prosecuted with vigor. In the 
next few days flaming posters, 
bearing the picture of a shovel, 
and other like designs, will be 
mailed out over the whole 
country, calling attention to 
"Tag-Yeur-Shovel-Day," when 
the school children af America 
will be afforded an opportunity 
to rally to, the support of their 
government by helping to con- 
serve the fuel supply. The 
movement ia very popular at 
Washington and is expected to 
rea \i|t in great good.

Labor 
is scarce witboat doubt Is fact, the 
shortage of labor la practically the 
only great obstacle the farmer has to 
meet in producing mm mum crops. If 
h* could have abundance of labor he 
could increase the cultivated acreage 
and by proper fertilisation he eonld 
bring In a very great crop. Bet In 
view of ths lack of labor what must 
he do? 

He can de twe things te overeemo 
the labor shortage: First, Increase the 
applications of fertilisers, which will 
Increase ths yield without enlarging 
the cultivated acreage. Second, we 
labor saving machinery. 

But overcoming ths labor shortage 
Is not all that Is necessary to obtain 
masimunt crops. Here ia a schedule 
of Important things that most be done 
by every Cat tar to get ""M'tawi 
crops: 

1. Break the land deeply turning 
nnder all stalks, stubble aad Utter pas- 
sible.

While it la true that everyibi* "1 
farmer has to buy U h^h la t. 
is ^lso true that whatever the bit a< 
has to sell is also high In price , 
twtlltzer people figure out that ti> 
products have not ad fa or. 1 in p , 
as much aa tbe price of crops, and la*' 
as a matter of fact, cotton, core, p. .. 
auts, tobacco aad the like wi:i bu' 
more feniilier now than ever. Whlci 
being tree it follows that it will p.-, 
better now to use It than forn.eriy 
Stor the increase tor which they are re 
sponsible will k« worth more. 

Another thing that ths tenner most 
hear la mind It he would ha sare to 
raise a bumper crop aad that Is, to 
place his orders early for everything 
that la to be skipped by ralL The 
railroads are hard eat to It aad do 
not afford eseureaee af Reseat sfclo 
meats. Orders placed lata are mort 
than likely to be tee late to be deliv- 
ered In Urns. 

Even if shipping were good, there 
would be Bolbiag aaiaod by delay. 
Prices are not HkstV to be lower, la 
fertilisers. eepeeiaUr there to a eeare- 
Ity of materials aad advancing prices, 
meJdag it tsaprobahte that tan ferttna-
